Alberta is being guarded against 
an outbreak here of England’s 
influenza epidemic and there is 
little danger of it reaching here 
unless by direct contact, Dr. Nor- 
mal Baster, Director ‘of communi- 
cable diseases, stated Monday. 

He stated that an arrangement 
has been made through which 
types of influenza discovered in 
Alberta can be identifigi and 
compared with the type striking 
sections of England. 

Dr. Baster said there is no evi- 
dence that the present wave of in- 
fluenza is related to the epidemic 
that swept the world in 1918. Most 
health authorities attribute the 
heavy death toll in the current 
English outbreak to after-effects 
mainly bronchial pneumonia which 
has been striking elderly persons: 

The communicable dieseaes dir- 
ector for the province offered 
simple advice to Albertans desir- 
ing to guard against colds and in- 
fluenza. 

Saying that there was no 
grounds for worrying about a 
wave of influenza here, he advised 
citizens to avoid becoming over- 
tired, to avoid crowds, to‘ stay 
home in bed when colds strike, 
and to consult doctors when nec- 
essary.

FUA To Discuss Fate 
Of Two ‘Red’ Directors 


The strife-torn Farmers’ Union of Alberta will soon know 
the fate of two union executives branded as “(Communist”. 


Executive of the FUA will meet 
at the end of this month to discuss 
expulsion of F, E. Maricle, Ham- 
lin, and Ray Garneau, Wainwright, 
who have been asked to resign 
because of pro-communist atti- 
tudes. 


They have both refused to re- 
sign. 

Maricle recently attended the 
World Peace Congress in War- 
saw. At the time, directors said 
they deplored the spectacle of an 
FUA executive “lending himself 
and his_ talents to a Communist- 
inspired, so-called peace con- 
gress.” 

Maricle spoke in Edmonton re- 
cently at-a public meeting spon- 
sored by the Edmonton Peace 
Council. 

Maricle said the failure of Can- 
ada to recognize the Communist 
regime in China is acting as a 
barrier to World Peace and spoke 
of highlights of the World Peace 
Congress and its discussion of the 
problems in Germany and Korea. 

Many of the audience signed 
petitions following the meeting, 
asking that Canada give official 
recognition to the Chinese Com- 
munist government. 

The petitions wil be mailed to 
Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent, 
the petitioners said.

At Beiseker Meet 


BEISEKER. — Approximately 
30 teachers gathered at the Beise- 
ker school on Wednesday, January 
17th. The large turnout expected 
some worthwhile advice from Supt. 
Munroe McLoed and they were not 
disappointed. Mr. McLoed noted 


the tendency in many teachers to 
be either entirely “traditional” or 
entirely “progressive.”

systems.

It is always better to wash your 
hand-knitted garments by 
yourself, When washing woollen 

arments sure the water is 
ukewarm and that you have lots 
of suds. Clean thé | ge by gent- 
ly squeezing suds through and 
through it, not by rubbing two == 
surfaces of the garment together. A bar 
of soap should never be rubbed into 
soiled parts of a woollen article as this 
makes it very difficult to remove every 
trace of soap when you rinse the gar- 
ment. Remember, too, that a woollen 
rment should be supported by the 
ands when you are removing it from 
the water, because the weight of the 
wet garment may stretch the yarn. 

Socks are best dried on a wooden 
stretcher, arid you can press them on 
this type of stretcher too. Using a very 
damp cloth and a hot iron, use as little 
pressure as possible . . . it’s the steam 
that presses your garment not the 
weight of the iron. 

Sweaters and larger garments should 
be pressed in the same manner after 
they have been blocked. If you haven't 
a large table put a sheet on the carpet 
and, using a centre line, block your 
garment to the required measure- 
ments. Use rustproof pins at one inch 
intervals to secure the garment, tilting 
the heads of the pins outward to pre- 
vent the iron from. conflicting with 
them when you press. 

It’s a little difficult to think about 
spring weather at this time of the year 
but here are a couple of pointers about 
storing your woo! garments when 
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the warm weather does come, First of 
all, be sure they’re perfectly clean 
with no spots. Soiled woollens are a 
moth’s delight! Wrap the garment in 
tissue if it’s a light color, then in 
newspaper and seal it up with tape. 
Throw in a few mothballs for good 
measure When it’s time to use your 
woollens again the following season, 
preserve their pretty colors by airing 
them away from direct sunlight. 

An example of the beauty of hand- 
knitted articles is the pretty little an- 
gora bonnet pictured above. When 
winter winds doth blow and Jack Frost 
is up to his usual tricks of nipping 
ears and fingertips meet his mischief 
with this ear-warming cap. It’s very 
simply knitted and you'll be sure to 
find just the shade you wish among 
the many scrumptious angora colors. 
You'll require two half ounce balls for 
one bonnet but three balls will make 
two bonnets. Along with the instruc- 
tions for the bonnet there are direc- 
tions, too, for a matching pair of 
Fuzzy-Wuzzy mitts on Leaflet No.
